That 
when any jperson or persons holding a bond or note for the direct 
payment of money may desire to bring suit thereon, he or they may 
Fetitioa do SO, by filing Such bond o^ note with the cleric of any court hav^ 
jurisdiction thereof, with a petition purporting as follows, '^ State of 
Alabama, Circuit or County Set. A. B. plaintiff states that he holds 
a bond or note (as the case may be) on the defendant C D; in 
substande as foUoweth, (here insert a copy of the bond or note) yet 
the said debt remains unpaid wherefonre he prays judgment for 
his debt and damages for the detention of tlie same toge&er i#ith 
his costs, &c. A. B."

which shall be served upon the opposite party or his attorney, by 
Ae proper officer of the court at least ten days previous to the com- 
mencement of the next term of the Supreme Court, wliich citation
